The Vote of Nevada. 


The Salt Lake Tribane truthfally 
says: Nevada cas‘ a light vote 
this year; doub‘less several thou- 
sand voters in that State found it 
inconvenient by reason of remoie- 
ness from the polls and other 
canses, to cast theirvo.es. Yct the 
vote was 12,236. This vote is 
pointed to in the East with sneers 
as a pitiful showing for a Siate. 
Let us look into it a litile. In the 
first place, Nevada was of more 
value to the finances of the coun- 
try during the war than was any 
other State; her own finances are 
now in good order; she is out of 
debt, and has the most magnificent 
school fand of any State in the 
Union. Politically she cast the 
heaviest majurity, proportionately, 
of any State for Harrison. In all 
real and lasiing production, her 
people turn ont, man for man, 
quadruple the out put of the citizens 
of any other State. Nevadans 
also, man for man, average high in 
every quality of sturdy individual- 
ity and manly cheracter. 


GOVERNOR OGLesBy of Illinois 
did weli to refuse a pardonto Mac- 
kin, one of the Chicago political 
bosses who was sent to the peni- 
tentiary for five years for fraud in 
the eleciion of Clevelahd. Mackin 
has tried several times to use his 
political influence to get out of 
prison, but thus far he has met 
with failure. The O’Donnell re- 
count, says the San Francisco 
Chronicle, shows that we have 
some local political “workers” who 
deserve a dose of the medicine that 
is proving so unpalatable to Mac- 
kin.

A SEVERE ACCIDENT. 


An Old Man Dangerous!y Injured

The New York Times says the rain- 
fall in the United States varies. in 
different sections from less than four 
to more than 100 inches. The rule 
may be generally followed of a de- 
creasing rainfall with increased dis- 
tymees from the oceans. Rainfall 
works inversely on the sea line, de- 
creasing on the Atlantic from South to 
North, and increasing on the Pacific 
side from South to North. The great- 
est rainfall in the world is at Cher- 
rapunji, Assam, India, where the 
average is 493.2 per year. In 1871 for 
one year it was.905.1, or 55.5 feet. In 
the United States it is smallest in 
Lower Colorado. Generally the 
United States is blessed with a fair 
rainfall. There is scarcely any local- 
ity in the United States where rain to 
the amount of 2@inchés does not ‘oc- 
casionally fall in a single day, while a 
fall of 1 inch is not unusaal. Down- 
pours are not uncommon, and General 
Geeely gives many intances. At 
Brownsville, Texas, during September 
21 and 22, 1886, there fell 11.9 inches 
of rain, but 30.4 was recorded in 
Rewah, India, and the climax was 
reached in Purneah, Bengal, when, in 
1879, there fell in a day Hi Dames 
Ten inches in two hours, ing in 
Pennsylvania, is‘a fair record. Cloud- 
bursts are exceptional phenomena. 
In Arizona, in 1881, there was a cloud- 
burst. A stream which was dry rose 
in the day to be 15 feet deep, and in 
thirteea hours was dry again.
